Agricultural Society, as tbo mo*t important 
and useful exhibition of the product* and re- 
source* of the Sute that could possibly be in- 
stituted, and hence, we regard anything which 
t«ud* to diminish it* utefulncn, with the derp- 
e«t tegret. Wo ttate what we know to be 
true when we nay that there wa* general and 
deep dis*ati*faction with the action ufthe offi- 
cers of the State Society, iu cbooaing the place 
for holding tbo Fair, at so great a distance- 
nearly three mile*—frutn the centre of the city 
The distance wag too great to be walked, and 
the general charge for carrying visitor* to atd 
from the ground was a.1 eta. t-ach way, iu oms 


and wagon*, and iu hack* of the best 


cla-s, , 
r)U ctD. 
A fow lumber wagons and small 


omnibu*«e* at fir*t bo^nn to run for a shilling, 
15 acid i^O cts., but KOOII raided to a quarter.— 
The number who attended during the Fair co'd 
not have been lesK than i&.O'iQ, and many ol 
tbe«o went to and from the Fair froui three to 
six time* 
At tho lowest estimate, at least Ten
